A’THENS CAP) - Greece en­ 
tered its second month under a 
dictatorship Stuiday with a new 
crown prince and a royal prom­ 
ise that a new constitution 
would be writt« ! by the end of 
November. 
In his first speech to the na­ 
tion since the military coup 
AiHil 21, King C(Mistantine an­ 
nounced in a broadcast Sunday 
night that the regime had as­ 
sured him of a six-month dead­ 
line for drawing up a new con­ 
stitution. 
Constantine said after the 
draft is studied, the constitution 
will be submitted to the nation 
for approval in a referendum. 
He di(l not indicate when the 
referendum might be held or 
how democratic the constitution 
would be. 
The king also made the for­ 
mal announcemmt of the birth 
of his first son.
